3There is confusion over this person or persons, listed variously 
as Hyrum William Fellows and Hyrum and William Fellows. A William 
H. Fellows, age 19 is listed among the Pioneers of 1847 while a Hyrum 
W. Fellows was listed in the Battalion. Also, see later account in 
this chapter for a case for two men, Hyrum and William. 


4While listed as William Lance on the Battalion rolls, this may 
have been William Lane; who would shuttle back and forth between Salt 
Lake and California over the next year or two. However, a William 
P. Lane»; 16 years old, entered Utah in 1847. 


20ne Battalion list has John, another James. 


SThe Battalion list usually includes an Oliver G. Workman. However; 
Andrew Jackson Workman refers to his brother Cornelius. They were 
possibly the same person, the "G" actually being a "C" for Cornelius.

lThis was possibly Captain James Brown, a leader of a sick detachmen 
of the Battalion. He had gone to California with Brannan in 1847 on 
Battalion business, and would therefore be a likely guide. However, 
it may also have been James S. Brown, one of the original co-discoverers 
of gold who reached Utah that fall. The latter was sent the following 
year on a proselyting mission to the Pacific Islands. There were also 
other Mormons by the name of James Brown. 


2There were at least two John Browns associated with the Church 
at that time. One was a leader of the Mississippi Saints who came 
to Utah in 1847. The other was a member of the Mormon Battalion. 


3Probably "Captain" Joseph Davis»; who entered Utah in 1848 and 
ended up in California in 1850. Captain Daniel C. Davis of the Battalion, 
who frequented the California-Utah Trail, was the leader of the Mormon 
Volunteers stationed in California. However, he could have gone to 
Utah, returning in 1848.

4There was an Israel as well as a William Evans in the Battalion. 
At least Israel was at Mormon Island in 1848. William was a Mormon 
Volunteer and was a tithe-payer in California in 1850. 


2Probably either John Martin Ewell or William F. Ewell, both of 
the Battalion and both of whom went to Utah from California in 1847. 
William was probably at Pilot Hill in California in 1850. 


ô Horne» originally from London, England, entered Utah with his 
wife and four children in 1847. He evidently sponsored a Gold Missionary 
a year later if he did not actually go himself. 
lT Farnum Kinyon was a Captain of 10 in 1847. He died of cholera 
going to Utah from California in 1850. 


8Came to Utah from England in 1848. 


Probably either John R. Stoddard of the Battalion or Judson Stoddard, 
a member of Lyman's company to Utah in 1849. The latter was a friend 
and later business associate of Porter Rockwell in California in 1849-50. 


lOThere were two Swarthouts in the Battalion--Hamilton and Nathan. 
There were also four Swarthouts who entered the Valley in 1847--George; 
Truman, Harley, and Charles.

ZAt the Sink of the Mary's or Humboldt river, two choices were 
available. Emigrants could travel due south on the Chiles road through 
forty miles of salt wasteland to the Carson River at or near what became 
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known as Ragtown, a few miles west of present-day Fallon. The other 
option, the one described by Willis, was to continue along the California 
Trail southwest, passing the hot springs and hitting the big bend of 

the Truckee at or near present-day Wadsworth. The Mormon Trail then 
struck south, over the low hills, to the Carson River at or near Silver 
Spring where it was joined by the 40 mile desert road. ; 


3The right hand fork followed the Truckee River over Donner's 
Pass.

About the first of July, 1849, Apostle Amasa M. Lyman began a list 
of Church members in California who contributed to the emergency fund 
sent to Church headquarters with the Rhoads Company that summer. In 1850], 
he began systematically to list the names of Church members whom he met 
in California, maintaining separate lists for those in San Francisco, 
San Jose, and what he called "Transients." He also maintained a running 
list of financial contributors, most of whom are found on the lists of 
members. The listings generally do not include the children, if any, 
and often not the women. In addition, his journals include names not 
included in Lyman's and Apostle Charles C. Rich's lists. The following 
appendices, 15 a-c, use these lists and journals as well as other source 
with names rearranged alphabetically for ease of reference. The names 
of apparent women and children (probably adults) have been indented. 
As Lyman and/or his scribe were not always consistent or accurate, and 
as some individuals did not know how to spell their names, alternative 
versions are provided in brackets. Also included in brackets is the 
priesthood of men where identified.

He was an active Mormon in 1859. 


Norman S. Williams either was still in California or there again in 
1856.

In all subsequent 
listings from the census, those individuals have been included whose 
names lead to the belief that they were or may have been Mormons. Some 
of them are relatively certain. Others are very tentative, with names 
that are close enough to persons associated with the Mormon migration 
that they are at least likely candidates. Spelling cannot always be 
relied on nor even the given year or place of birth (origin) to identify 
persons. The same person often spelled, caused, or allowed to have 
spelled the name differently. Some even gave differences in date of 
birth. There were frequently different people with the same name. 

Some Mormons may even have used pseudonyms or purposely obscured their 
place of origin to avoid identification. 


In the census listings, the three digit numbers are keys to the 
census, indicating the page number for that particular county on which 
the name is found. Following the name is the age and recorded place 
of birth or origin. That is followed by the occupation. The last column 
is a key to tentatively identifying the person with the Mormons: MB--Mormo 
Battalion, Brook--Brooklyn, U (year) entered Utah, Cal (year) entered 
California, etc. 


As the means of tentatively identifying the individuals as Mormons, 
the lists of Utah immigrants published by Kate Carter, a microfilm 
listing of Utah immigrants, the lists of Mormon Battalion Boys and 
Brooklyn Saints, the lists of tithe payers and California Saints maintainel 
by Apostle Amasa M. Lyman, and miscellaneous diaries and accounts have 
been consulted. Following is a list of the abbreviations used for 
place of birth or origin:
